“ It never has been our purpose 
and it is not now our purpose.” the 
statement said, “ to prevent action 
ultimately by the legislature and if 
it be the will and judgment of the 
people of Tennessee that the said 
amendment should be ratified, af­ 
ter having had time to consider it 
and act thereon, then we can but 
enter our opposition by recording 
our vote in the negative and sub­ 
mitting to the will of the majority.”
